This could be done 
through some machinery’ which 
would find out the requirements of 
any scientific department in any of 
the University colleges engaged in re- 
search. Promising students should be 
provided with research fellowships, and 
these men would be a source on which 
industry could draw for personnel, 

Though the Industrial Research 
Council was not a great success, with- 
out it the country would have been 
worse off in the present emergency.

TANKS OUT AGAIN 
IN RUSSIA 


TIMOSHENKO PUSHES 
ON 


A SIGNIFICANT feature of 

yesterday's meagre official 
reports of the continued heavy 
fighting on the Russian front is 
a Soviet reference to the Ger- 
mans’ use of tanks on their 
counter-attacks on the South- 
Western (Kharkov) front; 
Recent communiqués and Press com- 
ments from Moscow have made it plain 
that here Marshal Timoshenko’s 
advance—although steadily maintained 
—has been slowed down by stiffening 
resistance, into which the Germans have 
flung new reserves of men and equip- 
ment, 


efforts to check our advance,” says 
Pravda, describing how the Germans 
sent tanks—the first reference to their 
use by the enemy on this front for a 
considerable period—well in advance of 
their attacks in an effort to outflank 
the Russian positions. Four tanks were 
crippled by anti-tank gun-fire, and the 
counter-attack, like others launched in 
various sectors through this wide front, 
stretching from Kursk to the Azov 
shore was overcome. 

The Russian offensive continues its 
painstaking, laborious progress, eating 
deep into material and man-power. 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


In several sectors of the South- 
western front our units are continuing 
offensive operations, and the Germans 
are sustaining heavy losses, Moscow 
radio reports. On one sector Soviet 
troops annihilated more than 760 
officers and men. and nine machine- 


guns, trench mortars, three anti-tank 


guns and twelve pill-boxes “were de- 
stroyed by artillery fire. On another 
sector four tanks, twelve machine-guns 
and ten trench mortars were destroyed. 
Soviet aircraft destroyed over two com- 
panies of German infantry, destroyed 
four tanks, two armoured cars, four 
anti-aircraft machine-guns and smashed 
several enemy firing points. ‘ Break- 
ing the enemy’s fortifications our 
troops continue to advance,” the radio 
added.—(Reuter.)

NO BIG CLASH IN

AXIS MOVING FURTHER

ay HERE has been no clash, as 


yet, between the main 
forces in Libya, but the Ger- 
mans have made slight progress 
eastwards, it was stated authori- 
tatively in London. 

British General Headquarters, Cairo, 
yesterday reported :'— 

“Throughout Sunday enemy columns 
containing armoured vehicles were in 
contact with our patrols over a wide 
front from the coastal area west of 
Gazala to about 4€ miles south of that 
place. There was a fair amount of 
shelling on both. sides, but t close 
encounters took place. Our fighters 
and bombers effectively engaged the 
enemy, both by low-flying attacks and 
by bombing.”’ | 

CAIRO, Monduy.—The Royal Air 
Force Middle East communiqué stated: 

“Fighter aircraft maintained their 
activities in the forward areas of 
Cyrenaica throughout yesterday. 

““Bomber aircraft operating in close 
support with our ground forces bombed 
an enemy column in the Gadd-el-Anmar, 
one scoring a number of direct hits. 

‘It is now known that on February 
13th a Junkers 88 and a Macchi fighter 
were shot down by anti-aircraft gun-fire 
in the Bier Hachein region. 

‘During the night of February 14 to 
15 bomber aircraft again attacked the 
harbour installations of Benghazi and 
the aerodrome of Berka. Heavy clouds 
obscured the results of the raid at 
Benghazi, but fires were seen to break 
out at Berka. 

‘Objectives in Sicily were bombed 
by our aircraft during the same night. 
Explosions and fires were caused in the 
harbour areas -at both Augusta and 


Syracuse. The aerodromes“at Catania; 


Comisa and Gherbini were also raided, 
the attack at Gherbini being particu- 
larly effective. 

‘Our aircraft engaged a number of 
8 29 torpedo bombers which attempted 
to attack shipping in the Central 
Mediterranean on Faoi 15th. Two 
of the enemy aircraft were shot down. 

“In enemy raids on Malta during 
the same day our fighters shot down 
two Messerschmitt 109s. Anti-aircraft 
batteries accounted for two Junkers 
88s. Some damage was caused in the 
course of these attacks.

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NO GAS FOR NEW-BUILT 


CORPORATION HOUSES 
PROPOSED DEPUTATION 
TO MINISTER 


People who take up residence in 
newly-built Corporation houses will be 
without gas. The Alliance and Dublin 
Consumers’ Gas Company have informed 
the City Manager of their intention to 
discontinue the laying of gas pipes to 
Corporation houses and to fit no 
cookers in the houses. 

At yesterday’s - meeting of the 
Corporation Housing Committee, at 
which the Gas Company’s decision was 
announced, it was decided to appoint 
a deputation to wait on the Minister 
for Supplies in the hope that he would 
be «ble to import inch and inch-and-a- 
half tubing and other fittings from 


was taken away from his home by 
Plant and Walsh, on the instructions 
of O’Connor, and kept several days a 
prisoner in Co. Tipperary before he 
was shot, on September 27th, 1940, 
Davern assisting in the alleged con- 
spiracy.

THE STATEMENTS 


The admission of the documents

denied that Murphy had been 


threatened or interfered with. 

In his statements Murphy told how 
he got instructions from Thomas 
Cullimore to approach Devereux, who 
was O/C of the Wexford Battalion of 
the I1.R.A., and bring him to Bishops- 
water, near Wexford, for the purpose 
of removing some of the I.R.A. dumps. 

“I nad been a member of the 
I.R.A., but had left it, because I got 
tired of it,” continued the statement. 
“I knew that Michael Devereux was to 
be courtmartialled for telling where 
the dumps were when he was arrested 
in Dublin, and that Walsh and Plant 
were taking him out of the county, 
although I did not know for what 
purpose. ”’ 

Having described how he -had con- 
tacted Devereux and told him about 
the arrangement, Murphy’s statement 
went on: “That night (September 23rd) 
I met Devereux, and he took me in his 
car to Bishopswater.. When we got 
to the field Michael Walsh, Co. Kil- 
kenny, and George Plant were there. 
Thomas Cullimore was not there. Walsh 
and Plant said that they had ‘ bumped 
off? Thomas Cullimore and were in a 
bit of a jam to get out of the county. 
Devereux pondered a while and said 
that he had not much petrol, and the 
others said they would get him some. 
They tied Plant’s bicycle on the back 
of the car and I took Walsh’s bicycle. 
I saw the rest get into the car and 
drive off towards Wexford.’’ 
“The ‘statement added that on the 
following morning, when questioned by 
áin 
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them was being taken. Murphy, it was 
stated, wrote one statement in his own 
hand without being asked a question. 

According to another police witness, 
Murphy stated that if he made a 
statement “they might do the same 
with him as they had done with 
Devereux.’’ 


THE “STRANGE MAN” 


The subsequent movements of Plant 
and Walsh were spoken of by wit- 
nesses, who described later events in 
the County Tipperary. James Quinn, 
an elderly, bearded labourer, of Corra- 
silla, Carrick-on-Suir, said that one 
night late in September, 1940, Pat 
Davern asked him to go to Burke’s 
house, and said that George Plant was 
there. When he went to Burke’s, 
Plant let him in and locked the door, 
telling him that there was a prisoner 
there. 

‘There was a strange man in the 
house,” said the witness, “and I re- 
mained sitting at the fire until 
2 o'clock in the morning; when Plant 
told me I could go to bed.” The 
witness added that during the follow- 
ing February he went to Phelan’s, of 
Coolarhin, and helped to bury a motor 
car in the garden. Quinn said that be 
had been a prisoner in Mountjoy since 
last October, and no charge had been 
brought against him. 

When William Phelan, a Coolarhin 
farmer, gave evidence about the dis- 
posal of Devereux’s car, a bucket seat 
from the car converted into a house- 
hold chair, which had been taken by 
the police from Phelan’s room, was 
shown to the Court. Phelan said that 
one night in 1940 he was called out hy 
Davern and there was a car outside 
with another man in it. He was asked 
to put up the car, and when he said 
that he had no place to put it the 
stranger said that there was hay in 
the haggard, and added something to 
the effect that the hay could be burned 
or Phelan could be plugged. The car 
was covered with the hay. In Feb- 
ruary last Quinn and Davern told him 
that the car was to be buried, and it 
was dismantled on the following night 
and buried the pr A after. 

The trial was adjourned till to-day.

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Russia's Part 
The kaleidoscopic guality of the 
present war is illustrated graphic- 
ally by the events of recent weeks. 
Public interest has been switched 
from one battlefield to another with 
such rapidity that the ordinary 
man’s mind has been utterly unable 
to keep track of events; and the 
dramatic developments in Singapore 


| have tended to give him a totally 


false set of values. Admittedly, as 
tthe British Prime Minister remarked 
on Sunday night, the fall of Singa- 
pore represents a grievous blow to 
British prestige. The daring enter- 
prise which resulted in the passage 
through the Straits of Dover of 
three of Germany’s most powerful 
warships has come as a nasty shock 
to British, complacency; as some- 
body already has remarked, no such 
challenge has been thrown down to 
British sea-power since the Dutch- 
man, Van Tromp, sailed up the 
Medway with a broom at his mast- 
head. It is essential, however, that 
the war shall be regarded in proper 
perspective. After all, it is a world 
war. Local and ephemeral victories 
may seem at the moment to be of 
great importance; but, in the long 
run, the impartial observer must 
equate these incidents against tho 
ultimate essentials—the factors of 
man-power, productive potential, 
and, above all, the 
the peoples that are waying war. 
Since the Japanese began their 
remarkably efficient. attack on 
Malaya and Singapore—since, in 
fact, they undertook their offensive 
against the domination of the 
white man in Asia—military events 
in Europe have been relegated to 
tne back pages of the newspapers. 
Yet important developments have 
been in progress. The Russians have 
been making steady, if unspectacular, 
advances all along their far-flung 
and widespread line. This news- 
paper has insisted from the begin- 
ning that, whatever may, or may 
not happen elsewhere, the war will 
be decided on the battlefields of 
Europe. | 

The real protagonists are Ger- 
many, on the one side, and Great 
Britain and her allies, on the 
other. At the moment, 
Britain's most important—certainly 
her most efficient—ally is Soviet 
Russia. For nearly eight months 
the Red Army has been fighting 
against the full strength of Herr 
Hitler’s Wehrmacht. The tide of 
war has flowed and ebbed. During 
last autumn the Russians sustained 
heavy defeats; but they have not 
been conquered, and their generals 
have taken the fullest advantage 
of weather conditions during the 
winter to pay their opponents back 
in their own coin. To everybody’s 
Surprise, the Russians have been 
able rot only to fend off the 
Germans’ attacks, but even to 
mount formidable counter-offensives 
which have caused the gravest 
embarrassment to the Germans. In 
an interview yesterday Lieutenant- 
General Leonid Govorov, the forty- 
five-year-old commander, who ‘was 
responsible for the recapture of 
Mojaisk, attributed the Russians’ 
success to a variety of causes. In 
the first place, he said, the Russian 
artillery was superior to that of the 
Germans. Furthermore, the Russians 
were good bayonet fighters; the 
British tanks gave valuable assist- 
ance; the Soviet Air Force more 
than held its own, and there was a 
notable weakness in the German 
fortifications. Whatever may be the 
cause, the effect is plain. Doubt- 
less, the Germans are planning a 
violent offensive for the spring ; but, 
in the meantime, the Russians have 
taken—and retained—the initiative. 
They still have vast reserves of 
man-power. Their generals nearly 
all are young men, who have not 
been handicapped by the pre- 
‘conceived ideas of a Staff College; 
and there no longer can be the 
slightest doubt that the ordinary 
Russian soldier, whose fighting 
qualities have been recognised since 
the days of Peter the Great, is 
fighting to-day for an idea, which, 
right or wrong, is an idea for which 
brave ‘men are prepared to die. 


The Glass of Fashion 


A London munition works manager 
has restricted the use of mirrors 
during business hours to ten minutes 
a day, and his action, although 
necessitated by practical rather than 
moral considerations, is rather 
reminiscent of the customs of former 
days when mirrors were regarded «s 
wicked and sinful.

It will be re- 
membered that Eliza Doolittle, in 
Bernard Shaw’s “ Pygmalion,’’ was 
shocked and offended by the sight 
of a mirror in the bathroom, and 
had to have it covered with a towel 
before she Avould proceed with her 
bath. If, by the use of mirrors, we 
were enabled to “see ourselves as 
others see us,” then there could 
be no possible objection to 
them.

The People’s Food 


Virtually every form of food, 
except bread and vegetables, is 
rationed in Northern Ireland. The 
complications of the system, with 
“straight” rationing of certain 
commodities and the allocation of a 
‘points ” value to others, must be 
confusing to those with a poor head 
for figures, and at first sight the 
scheme may startle visitors who are 
used to almost complete shopping 
freedom on this side of the border. 
Nobody in the six counties is hungry 
because of rationing, but there are 
many varieties of food which seem 
to those with well-established tastes 
to be available in far too meagre 
quantities, Eggs and ‘onions are 
luxuries. The porterhouse steak 
weighing about a pound is a thing 
of the past. Sweets are almost un- 
obtainable, and intoxicating liquor 
is su short that public-houses have 
a weekly half-holiday, and many 
close at 7, 8, or 9 o’clock each even- 
ing. Margarine has replaced a great 
deal of every family’s weekly supply 
of butter, and sugar really is scarce, 
When the well-laden tables of most 
families in the twenty-six counties 
are contrasted with the sparse fare 
of families in the six, it must seem 
that the tamine of which Mr. Lemass 
and other political. leaders have 
spoken really is very far away. Yet, 
it is obvious that in the South, as 
well, many commodities are steadily 
growing scarcer. As long as the 
“black market’’ flourishes and 
money can buy almost everything 
that anybody can desire in the way 
of food, those who are in the 
fortunate position ot having money 
may be unable to understand why 
further rationing is necessary. On 
the other hand, the poor already are 
severely rationed by the increasing 
costs of foodstuffs. In times of 


emergency like the present all 
sections of the community are 
entitled to a fair share of what 


necessities of life the country pos- 
sesses, and the only way to ensure 
that they get their fair share is by 
a comprehensive scheme of ration- 
ing and by as strict a regulation of 
prices as exists in Great Britain. 


OBITUARY 
REV. CANON ARTHUR 
LINDSAY LEEPER 


We regret to announce the death of 
Canon Arthur Lindsay Leeper, Vicar of 
Huddersfield and Canon of Wakefield. 
Canon Leeper, who was a younger son 
of the late Mr. Charles Leeper, of 
Hatch street, Dublin, was a graduate 
of Dublin University, and during his 
student days was a good all-round 
sportsman. He played cricket for the 
University in 1904 and 1906, being cap- 
tain of the cricket team in the latter 

ear. He played for the Gentlemen of 
reland against Australia in 1905. He 
also played as three-quarter in the 
Rugby team, and was captain of Lans- 
downe in 1907. He won the West of 
Ireland Golf Championship in 1909. 

Canon Leeper was a leader of 
the Students’ Christian Movement 
in Trinity College for many years, 


and wdb president of the Philo- 
sophical Society. Ordained for the 
curacy of Ballyshannon, hé served 


for several years on the headquarters 
staff of the Church Missionary Society. 
He was subsequently appointed Vicar 
of St. James’s, Hull, and afterwards 
Vicar of Hudderstield—a position which, 
in addition to parochial work, involved 
very heavy diocesan duties. He served 
during the war of 1914-’18 as. chaplain. 
to the Forces, and in 1939 was made 
an honorary chaplain to the King. 

Canon Leeper's striking appearance 
and strong personality stamped him as 
a leader—a fact which was recognised 
by calls to special work in the dioceses 
of York and Wakefield. In Hudders- 
field Canon Leeper’s church was the 
cathedral of the town, and he thus 
took a prominent part in local affairs, 
During the past two years he was 
able to bring together on one platform 
the clergy of every denomination in a 
special missionary effort. His sincerity, 
practical outlook, and personal devotion 
won for him the affection of countless 
trends, and many in his native city, 
Dublin, will feel his death very deeply. 
He is survived by two sons and an 
adepied daughter. Canon Leeper was 
a <oisin of Dr. BR.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Music versus Diet 


A good story is told of Isidore 
Shlaen, that very distinguished 
violinist who will give a recital at 
the Gresham Hotel on Thursday. 

Some years ago he was performing 
as soloist in a Beethoven violin 
concerto with the Bournemouth 
Symphony Orchestra at a time when 
the cuest conductor was the late Sir 
Hamilton Harty. Before the concert 
the soloist was invited to luncheon 
by the conductor, who naturally 
asked him to choose what he would 
eat. 

Shlaen expressed preference for an 
underdone steak, but to this Sir 
Hamilton objected on esthetic 
grounds, arguing ‘that whereas an 
underdone steak might do for a 
“ beefy’? work like a Brahms’ con- 
certo it was an mappropriate pre- 
liminary to the playing of anything 
so lyrical in quality as the Beet- 
hoven work. Baffled, Shlaen asked 
what Sir Hamilton would consider 
suitable in the circumstances, and 
received the answer, ‘‘fish and 
chips —which,' I understand, was 
the order eventually given. . 

Mr. Shlaen then inquired what h 
would suggest for a Mozart con- 
certo. To which Sir Hamilton 
retorted “a rice pudding.”’ 


Farm Mechanisation 


The present drive for increased 
tillage differs from the last similar 
efiort—that of the 1914-1918 war 
period—in at least one important 
characteristic. The entire work of 
corn production, particularly on the 
large grazing farms where tillage is 
only a war-time necessity, has, to a 
great extent, become a mechanised 
operation, the ubiquitous tractor 
having replaced the many teams of 
horses which would have been neces- 
sary to till the same area of land by 
the old method. 

Two important factors in this 
development are the speed with which 
the farmers have had to comply with 
the compulsory tillage requirements 
and the paucity of skilled farm 
workers. One result of it may be 
the disappearance of the traditional 
Irish threshing. 

One extensive farmer in the Mid 
lands this year purchased a combined 
harvester which reaps, threshes, and 
sacks the corn in one operation, thus 
obviating the trouble and expense of 
carting the unthreshed corn to the 
haggard, ricking and threshing it. 
So impressed were his neighbours 
that many have arranged with him 
to harvest their corn crop for them 
next season.

| against Russia in 1942, it is 
desirable to’ get some sort of a fairly 
accurate picture of what this implies. 
There can hardly be any longer a 
doubt that the German aim in 1941 was 
a knock-out blow. It was hoped to 
occupy the capital the main produc- 
tion centres, the principal communica- 
tions, and to finish the fighting-power 
of the Russian armies. A great deal 
was accomplished, unquestionably ; but

short of what had been looked for. 
This character of the campaign was 
all the more thrown into relief by the 
fact that the Russians passed to the 
offensive all along the front in Decem- 
ber, after having—aided greatly by the 
winter conditions—brought the Ger- 
mans and their minor Allies every- 
where to a standstill. 

Iu view of this it is clear that the 
Germans will require in 1942 at least 
as great an effort as they put forth in 
1941, if they are to expect a complete 
success as a result of their second trial. 
It is possible that they hope to secure 
Leningrad, Moscow and the Cau- 
casus, starting from their present 
front—although hey proved unable 
to achieve so much from their original 
front farther west. Even admitting 
this line of reasoning—that another 
effort equal to the first would do the 
trick—i; has to be recognised that such 
an effort is very much more difficult to 
mount so much further forward. And, 
at the same. time, no such difficulty— 
one of communications principally— 

resents itself in the way of the 

ussian defence. Rather, indeed, is the 
contrary the case in this respect 


SOVIET STRENGTH 


On an average the German front in 
Russia lies at a distance of about 500 
miles from territory that is really 
solidly occupied and safe. In most cases 
those £00 miles have to be guarded 
more or less heavily, and in any case 
they have to be maintained in worki 
order. All this requires men an 
material. There must be as many 
“ Axis” troops in this rearward zone 
as there are in line forward—such an 
assumption is quite reasonable in view 
of all the circumstances. Now, it has 
been calculated that the “ Axis” 
troops assigned to the fighting fronts 
amount to two millions, which would 


mean four millions all told. A 
certain number—an unknown, but 
certainly very large, number—must 
be set aside to meet the in- 


evitable wastage. Finally, the occupied 
territories are so extensive and so 
divergent that the absolute minimum 
that can be safely left in them is quite 
considerable. If the estimate recently 
mentioned by Sir Stafford Cripps—that 
Russia will have nine millions of men 
under arms—is even approximately 
correct, it is clear that Germany must 
again have to face a numerical super- 
lority at least as great as that which 
she encountered last Autumn. 

Nor is it at all certain that Russia 
would, this time either, be out- 
machined—any more than was the case 
last year. Except in the Ukraine, the 
Russians continued to cover practically 
all their industrial production; and, it 
is quite certain that they have by now 
materially increased the output of their 
furthest back areas. The withdrawal 
of fixed machinery seems to have 
worked much more as! than might 
have been ex d. e thing was 
done by merely bolting the machines 
down to bases, instead of setting them 
in concrete. No doubt, this practice 
has been largely extended. As for the 
Allied supplies, there has never been 
any suggestion of a hitch in the flow, 
either the northern or the southern 
route. Had there been such—on any 
really big scale—it would probably 
have leaked out one way or another. 


52-TON TANK 


The Russians would appear. to be 
making their present offensive effort

Schlusseburg, Rzev, Orel and Taganrog 
are virtually surrounded most of the 
‘time. Rzev, indeed, is probably quite 
isolated from the general front; yet 
all these places are. still holding out. 
They are ali points on the general line 
which the Germans announced as con- 
stituting their winter defensive front. 
Mojaisk, which was another such point, 
also held out very stubbornly before 
falling back into Russian occupation. 
One can quite well appreciate this 
tenacious holding-on — whatever the 
German strategic aim may be, These 
large towns and cities are the best 
resistance centres, as well as being the 
only suitable departure points for an 
advance. 


TERRITORY 
RE-OCCUPIED 


The extent of the Russian counter- 
advance has been recently outlined in 
Pravda by M. Yaroslavsky, a Soviet 
official :—‘‘ Between November 29 and 
February 7 the Red Army has liberated 
over 80 Soviet towns and over 4,800 
villages.” And he went on to explain 
that the Germans had been forced 
completely out of the sector south of 
Moseow and nearly out of that north 
of the capital. He further said that 
“the. liberation of the Smolensk region 
and of the Ukraine has begun.’’ It 
would also seem as if just latterly a 
move has been started to loosen the 
German grip on Leningrad to some 
extent. One way with another, the 
Russians have managed to drive a 
number of salients into the German 
front—as follows from North to 
South: (a) a very deep one towards 
Veliky Luki, between Lake Ilmen and 
Rzev; (b) one towards Smolensk, 
between Borodino and Roslavl; (c) a 
smaller one in the Orel-Kursk sector; 
(d) another one towards the Dnieper 
bend, between Kharkov and Taganrog. 
In the aggregate these pushes restrict 
very much the German elbow-rooin 
around all the main front-line centres 
—some of which are very definitely 
menaced. How much longer the 
Russians will be able to continue their 
pressure it is impossible to say. It 
does, however, seem to be the case 
that they are to some extent forcing 
the defensive and premature employ- 
ment of large units that had been ear- 
marked for offensive employment. 

As to the forces available for an 
attack on Russia, the following figures 
have been calculated by an unusually 
well-informed American commentatur. 
He placed the total strength last June 
at 300 divisions. He places the casual- 
ties in Russia as having severely tried 
50 of these—to the point of needing 
complete re-organisation and re-equip- 
ment, Other calculations place the 
badly-mauled divisions at as many as 
80. We really have no means of know- 
ing definitely. The American authority 
assigns 125 divisions to the Russian 
front, with another 55 as reserves for 
that theatre. He assigned 60 divisions 
as garrisons for the occupied countries, 
leaving a balance of only 10 freshly 
disposable. It will be observed that no 
mention is made specifically of the 
divisions in Emain CB they 
count among the 60 ‘‘ occupied ter- 
ritory ” units. 

The important, point, to observe, how- 
ever, 18 that, this authority places the 
available shock-mass for an offensive 
campaign in Russia at 60 divisions— 
i.e., 10 fresh and 50 __ reconstituted. 
Quite certainly, if that is all that can 
be put in, it will not be enough. A 
strength of about that figure proved 
unequal to the comparatively circum- 
scribed aim of capturing Moscow, and 
there is no reason at all to think the 
result would be anything different in 
the event of a second similar attack. 
However, as has been stressed, it is 
very- largely a matter of conjecture 
what strengths we assign when tack- 
ling the problem; we cannot possibly 
know exactly. One thing is certain: 

Axis will have no walk-over in 
Russia this year any more than last.
